The number of dead ia estimated at from 
80 to 118. There is no possible truth

The cir- 
cunntuntial narrative relating llieroto pro- 
Kent plioiKHiieiia wliich, it is believed by 
tlie niudicul men in utteiidunce, have had 
no parallol in the history of disorder of 
the senses.

Dr. Roberta, in his houso on Madiaon 
avenue, told auhstantially what he Icnew 
about this very remarkable case, Uesaid:

mental condition that has resulted in the 
present developments. Whether that is 
ao or not, she dovote.s her time largely to 
literary work, writing many iiitorosting 
and clever stories, acjiiio of whicii have 
been published, and frasinonts of novels 
that I have read showing considerable lit- 
eraiy ability. She was the daughter of u 
wealthy father who met with busLiess re- 
verses so serious in their pecuniarj' extent 
as to render it iieees.sary that fiho .should 
take a position as governess. In lii.it c.in- 
aoity for several years she has lived in the 
families of many distinguished peo|)lo in 
various parts of the United States and Eu- 
rope. Her present engagement of that 
character was with Mr. and iNlr.s. C(jlliii, 
of Chester Hill, Boston. During her en- 
gagement with the Cotliii fiuiiily she last 
fall visited jS'ew York. l)ii her return to 
Boston she told Mrs. Collin, that she bad 
met a gentleman in New York to whom 
aho had been some years before engaged; 
that the engagement had been broken oH'; 
that he had married, but thai his wife 
had died; that he had jjroposed marriage 
to her and tliat. alio had becouio again en- 
gaged to him, and that thi;y were .'-.liortly 
to bo married; that his name was Urown- 
Inshield, that he lived in England and 
that he was very wealthy. 

"She deacribod with considerable mi- 
nutonoss her accidental and literal run- 
ning against him (Hi a crowded pavujjient 
on one of the streets of New York; that 
he raised his hat in a very geiitlciiianly 
manner to her, as if apologizing for his 
apparent rudeness; that in doing so their 
eyes mot; that he then said: — 'Pardon me, 
I think I have the honor of your ac:(|uaint- 
ancB,' and that each I heu rei'iignized tlic 
other, lie expressed his regret, she said, 
that ho had not the i)leasure of knowing 
by what name to addre.s.s lier, he pieaiini- 
ing, of course, that she was married.

In her immediate circle of friends in 
Boston this allowed engagement was talk- 
ed about, and all the curious uiquirios of 
female friends as to details were mot by 
Miss Stone with the most plausible and 
ready explanations. Mrs. Collin is a lady 
in every respect, and did not, in any case 
make any otlbrt to read the letters or ob- 
serve thoir postmark. I'Morence was 
throughout all her life a Irulhful, pure 
minded, good girl, M'hose souse of honor 
anil voracity was of the Itnooiiest kind.

In 1850 the Eirl'e road was tn operation 
between Fiermont and Ehulra. Tho 
track woa aslugle one; such a thiiiK as a 
double track was then unknown in the 
country. 

Two years before, after much dlHcua- 
sion and opposition, a tolegraph wire had 
been put up along the line. Superinten- 
dent' Minot, -who \ras a; man a long way 
in advance' of tho timesi was a strong 
iiutleverln the praoticabllity of the tolo- 
graph 0^ a faoititator of transportation 
uii railroads.

The 
weapon Hushed abovo tho head of the pro- 
late, an indescribable inurniur of horror 
was hoard throui^h tho temple, then a 
blow, the fall of Bishop Caiares, and tho 
cry of young Julio Cortes, the Bishop's 
assistant, who interposed his ann between 
thu Bishop aud thu assassin just at that 
tiiiio, and received part of tho blow, tho 
knife iiassin<{ through his arm and eutor- 
ing thu Bishop's body. 

The feeling of J^ho people suun passed 
from one of panic to indignation, how- 
ever, when Rojas, thinking perha]ia his 
criuio waa pccomplislied, turned to tlio 
spectators, P^verybody step],cd back. Ho 
hud a frmitic look, and, with knife in 
hand, began to strike from left to right. 
Thu tumult was horrible; tho urios of thu 
UdieB and children, niiiigtQd with the fall 
iug of candles and the breaking of window 
gla.H.'*, wero heard for many squareB. 
Many of thu most prominent ladies of (Sie 
city wore in danger of being hurt. Finally 
Senor Antonio ReynoHu, aldurinnn of th«> 
city, sprang up from the multitude, and 
with his canu, struck the assaMin ou the 
loft side of his hoad, causing the blood to 
flow ovor his face, which gave him a most 
repugnant appearance. Jlo succuudod in 
getting out of tho catliodnil, but there 
Senor Manuel Lazono with an umbrella, 
joined ,Senor Royiioao, and togethor thoy 
followed the man, running down the 
struut and crying: "Stop hiui 1 stop him '."

let the man go ahead, 'iiid running after 
him embraced him with all his strength.

By this time groups of peoplo had gath- 
ered around the place of thu scene and 
spoke of Ivnehiiig him, ami it was neoi's- 
sary to call for a respecliililc numlH-r of 
policemen to keep tho people away aiid lo 
curry tho ])riaoiier to the station bouse, 
whore ho waa locked u]i. 

Bishoj) Cazares received two wouiida, 
one on thu neck, and the other, three 
inches long and two inchoB deep, a little 
below the collar bone. The quantity of 
blood lo«t while ho was waiting for a phy- 
sician to come put his life in a ]icril, but 
it was reported yesterday that bo was ro- 
coverini^. Hia asaiataiit, young Cortes, 
who tried to save him, has also two slight 
injuries, one on Ins right arm and the 
other on his neck. A lady and a little girl 
ware hurt during the confusion in the 
ohurch. 

The pouiurd is about two fool, long, that 
is to »ay the blade alone iiicH.suiod inch- 
es ill lungth by two inches wide, the 
handle, which ia ebony, is 8 inchoa long.

A correspondent of tho writer in that 
place says: "One hour after llojaa was 
locked up 1 wont to see him.

The of- 
ficer opened the door, and in the corner 
of thu coll I saw a human form moving 
towards us, who stopped on seeing tho 
rays of light which ponetratod through a 
small window just above us. Tho Tight 
permitted me to see him well. He is a 
tall, heavy man, well formed, ciuite aged, 
and his hair in alniost white. He looked 
palo, but all the time 1 was talking to him 
he was perfectly calm. Ho said: 'K.xcuae 
ma if I do not shako hands, but my hands 
are all atainod with blood.' Indeed, hia 
hands woro all red. 'Please tell me your 
name,' lankod. 'I'ablo Roj.is,' he hiihwoi'- 
ed, 'IIow old are you /' '.Sixty-live years 
old.' Are you the iimii that tried to kill 
BiBhoj) Cazares f' '^'oh, sir,' be said, 'I 
could not holp it; I had to do me justice 
with uiy own hands. 1 was blinded: I have 
so many enoniies; I light lor freedom. A.h! 
why not ? Kvon an uhs tights for his lib- 
erty. P'or this they pursue me, Ki eeiloiu 
cornea t-o us by divine right. It coiiic.i to 
us from tlio Almighty, who is thu moat 
froo of all beinga.' 

"He went on talking in a manner which 
shinn tliat his bruin ia not in the best 
condition, and as I could not got from 
him anothor correct answer to my ijues- 
tiona, I left him. This ia the tirat time 
that a caae of thia kind over occurred in 
this country." 

Bishop Cazaros is well known by his 
virtues aa a prolato and his writings on 
philoaophical and literary inatterH. He 
just camo from Rome, whore he was sent 
by Archbishop Moiitos do Oca of the City 
of Mezioo, on a noculiftr oommiaaion bo- 
for* Pop* Leo XUI.
